There is a story of a squirrel, which, dis- 


contented with the cold valley where he had 
his home, set oul Iu reach a mountain top, 
where Ihon^hl he, Ihe climate mast he 
warm and genial, since Ihit spot is so much 
nearer Ibe sun, the gr«al source of heat. 
But on reaching Ihe long wished for hclghl, 
he found, lhat, although the sun shnne n'ilh 
clearer light, yet this cold was mure intense 
Ihan in the humble home lie had left behind, 
tie was nigh froz-c-n to Je.itu, anil quickly 
aad wisely tesolvcd to ruturn to ll'.c valley 
whence he came. 


The process of reasoning which Icil poor 


squirrel into such duogcr seems correct 
cnoi]i;h. The only trouble with it is, thai 
like a greal many fine spun thcorie?,it docs 
not agree wilh the facts in the case. 


How happens it, Ihen, that the nearer we 


£0 lo Ihe sun, Ihe source of heat, the cold- 
er we find (ho nir 1 It is because the sun's 
raya of belt pass through transparent bod- 
ies, like air, without heating them. Th 
iieat of tho sun passes directly down through 
ihe air till it slrikes the surface of the canh 
which is warmed by it: The air becomes 
warm only by contact wilh Ihe warm earth. 


But why does not the mountain lop tie- 


come warm, and impart ils lieat to the sur- 
rounding air 1 The answer is, thai FO grc.it 
is the body of cold air around it, in com- 
parison with its nwu size, and so constant- 
ly is Iba air around it changed by the strong 
winds which blow there, thai riot enough 
heal can ho accumulated in the air to be- 
come sensible. 


But why does not the air, which is he.it- 


ed by cimlact with the surface of the earth 
at the level of Ihe sen, rise lo the nnvintniu 
tops and warm Ihem up, jusuhe same as 
tho heated a:r iu our rooms rises lo the 
ceiling, and makes mir heads warm while 
our feet are cold 1 II does Ihus rise, indeed; 
hut as il riFcs il also expands, because il is 
not so closely proved by Iho supcrincum- 
nenl air. t-o by Iho lime it reaches the top 
of Monnl Washington, what was a single 
room full of comfortably hot air has expand- 
ed to Ibo size of a whole house ; and, as it 
has received no more heat in ils ascent, 
lias become very uncomfortably cold.

A plun which be had .seen !i:' father per- 
form more than fifty ye^n before, viz.: by 
digging around Ihe bivseofihc stem a hole* 
four or rive Inches deep, scraping awsy all 
tbe worms that could be found burrowing 
at the junction of Ihe slem and root, and 
filling iho hole thns made with wood ashes 
from Ihe SrM, whlfh of course, retained all 
Iheir potatb. This was done in theautnmn 
of ISftJ, and wilh A result in the following 
•pringal which he himself was aslonisheJ. 
The irees appeared to have been restored to 
all Iheir early vigor and freshnesi; Ihey put 
forth bright green leaves, bloisomln^ copi- 
ously, aad bore a crop of fruil such as they 
hail never 
borne before, many of Ihe. 


branches breading down under Iho load ol 
peaches, 


!Jr. Wood,In r(f!«line on Ihese results, 


noticed thai several of ifo pj.ich ireej had
